Whenever there 
is any dispute or neglect as to the appoint- 
ment of valuers or their umpire, the County 
Committee will constitute a Board of Appeal, 
If by sale, the sale must be a perfectly free 
one, except certain rights of preémption by. 
the landlord. The bill also enables a tenant 
to assign or bequeath his tenancy during the 
currency of a contract; prohibits. distraint 
for rent; requires a two-years’ notice pre- 
vious to the termination of a tenancy; and 
that the tenant shall have the right to deduct 
extraordinary as well as ordmary tithe pay- 
ments from his rent. ‘The London Standard 
gays of the new bill:

THE FREE-IRADE DEMOCRACY. 

The decadence of the Democratic party 
was never more strikingly illustrated than it 
was in the last few hours of the debate on 
the Tariff- Commission bill. The Democratic 
party is rapidly becoming’a merely historical 
reminiscence. The student will recall the 
fieree struggles from 1828 to 1846 between 
the Democratic party contending for a tariff 
for revenue, and the opposing Whigs, led by 
Henry Clay, insisting on the great Ameri- 
can system.” He will reeall the fact that the 
controyersies over this question furnished 
Mr. Clay with an oceasion for proposing a 
“ compromise” by a scaling system of duties, 
and how dissatisfaction with the compromise 
led to the nullification of the tariff by South 
Carolina, compelling Gen. Jackson and the 
Democratic party to repudiate South Caro- 
lina, though they did not approve the tariff. 
In the Democratic platforms of the earlier 
days the anti-protection principle and the 
lowest rate of duties consistent. with 
revenue were stereotyped declarations of 
the “never, never, never” yielding principle 
of the party. When the Whigs in 184, dur- 
ing a temporary ascendency, passed the tariff 
oi that year, the Democracy of the land united 
to shake off the “incubus,” and in 1846 en- 
acted the famous Democratic tariff of that 
year. This tariff, which was extremely light 
when passed, was subjected to varions re- 
ductions at later dates. So united was the 
Democracy on this question that even old 
Democrats like Sumner and Banks, who had 
decome Republicans, passed the tariff of 1857. 
That tariff reduced the general rate of duty 
to less than 2 per cent, and it is re- 
markable that on the passage of that bill in 
the Senate no less than eight Senators from 
New England voted for the bill, inclaoding 
both Senators from Massachusetts, both 
from Rhode Island, and both from Connecti- 
eut. The Democratic party, down to the 
date of the Rebellion, had no principle so 
fixed’ as that the tarfif should be for 
revenue only, and anti-protective. After 
the election of 1874 the Democratic 
party reappeared in control of the 
House of Representatives. In memory of 
its ancient faith it thought of a reform of 
the tariff, and in the contest for Speaker it 
chose Mr, Kerr, of Indiana, anti-protection- 
ist, over Sam Randall, protectionist. Mr. 
Kerr, organized a Committee of Ways and 
Means to revise and reform the tariff; but 


Mr. Kerr died, and in his grave the Demo- 


cratic party buried the last distinctive prin- 
ciple which had made its ancient record re- 
spectable. Sam Randall, ultra-protectionist, 
was elected Speaker of the Democratic 
House, and for the seven years that have fol- 
lowed the Democratic party has served 
merely as a miserable, irresponsible tali to 
the great protection kite. One by one its so- 
called statesmen have succumbed to the de- 
moralizing influence of subsidized, bounty- 
enjoying monopolies. Voorhees now in- 
sults the memory of Kerr by outbawling 
Randall for protection; Louisiana sits like a 
beggar in the lobby asking a little bounty for 
sugar, and claiming thatshe be given as much 
as the potters of New Jersey. All over the 
South the demoralizing, corrupting effect of 
private bounties have been felt, and the ex- 
tent of this was shown last week when the 
vote was taken.

The 
manufacturess who have invested their 
millions in costly establishments pro- 
vided with immense machinery will, 
of necessity, get tired of manufacturing 
to supply the local wants of a village, ora 
county, or a State. They will in time, and that 
speedily, find that with their capital and their 
means they can produce ata comparatively 
small additional cost twice or three times 
the quantities of fabrics they now turn out; 
and that during the time now wasted by the 
closed mills, the idle machinery, and the un- 
employed labor, ali these might be engaged 
in the production of goods for sale in larger 
and. more widely extended markets, where 
the demand increases with the sapoly. 
These manufacturers will ask why should 
their productions be limited to the wants of a 
local market, which of necessity is frequent- 
ly overstocked and which cannot be ex- 
tended? The time is not far distant 
when these manufacturers must de- 
demand deliverance; must insist upon the 
removal of every legal obstruction in the 
way of the exportation of their goods— 
they will ask that they be allowed to 
receive all the raw materials they need free 
of tax, that they may be able to manufacture 
their goods in quantities unlimited except by 
the demand, and at prices that will overcome 
competition. The time is not so remote that 
raw cotton was heavily taxed in England, 
and it took years for the British Government 
to understand that with free cotton British 
manufacturers. might become exporters of 
edtton cloth; the repeal of the tax on the 
raw material made Great Britain the manu- 
facturer of cotton cloth, which she now ex- 
ports to the. value of $375,000,000a year. The 
policy of making cotton cloth only te supply 
the British people is precisely the present 
policy of manufacturers in the United States. 
When our manufacturers abandon that nar- 
row policy and strike out for the trade of the 
world, then the protective tariff will be re- 
moved as an incumbrance to National as well 
as manufacturing prosperity in this country. 
—— 
ARTHUR'S WANING ros. 

It is evident that the truce which was de- 
clared when Mr. Arthur was inaugurated as 
President is not to continue, Hoar and 
Dawes are incensed by the appointment of 
Worthington as Collector of the Port of 
Boston. They now realize that their praises 
of Arthur for his appointment of Mr. Gray 
as a Supreme-Court Justice were premature. 
That appointment was 4 trap. It was in- 
tended tocommit them to the support of the 
Administration in such a way that they could 
not recede. They fell into the trap. They 
are in it now; but they are doing their best 
to climb out, and, the chances ate they will 
succeed, 

Worthington will probably be confirmed, 
but it will only be at the expense of a joss of 
prestige in the Senate which the Adminis- 
tration cannot afford. It will be accepted by 
Hoar as a personal affront—not that he wishes 
to use the Boston Custom-House for political 
purposes; he has never attempted to do 80; 
he simply contends that it should not be 
used against him; he insists that it should 
be kept out of polities, as it has been since 
Simmons was removed. He is not strenuous 
about Beard. Any man Whose character and 
previous record would be a guarantee that a 
political machine should not be estabiished 
in the custom-house would be aceeptable. 
Worthington’s character and record are a 
guarantee of the opposit. They are a stand- 
ing notice to Hoar that, if Worthington shall 
be confirmed as Collector, the custom- 
house at Boston will be converted into a 
Boutwell machine. Worthington is a rancor- 
ous and unscrupulous 1 a lonely 
third-+erm Stalwart in a te that was 
overwhelmingly opposed to the third term, 
the editor of the most malignant Modoc 
newspaper in New England, and an enemy 
to every idea and principle represented in 
the Garfield Administration. The nomina- 
tion of such a man as Collector of Boston is 
an offense to the majority party in Masaa- 
chusetts. 

There was an episode in the Senate yester- 
day which served te emphasize the growing 
coolness between that body and the Execu- 
tive. Morgan was making one of his inter- 
minable speeches on the Court of Appeals. 
In the course of it he said it was bruited 
about on the floor of the Senate that if the 
bill were permitted to pass a fair proportion 
of the new Judges would de Democrats. 


Dawes, of Massachusetts, thought it wise | 


to give point to this assertion, and interro- 
gated Morgan concerning it. He said if any 
such inducement had been held out to in- 
fluence the action of the Senate on the pend- 
ing measure there would be a ease for im- 
peachment. This word had a portentous 
sound. Dawes did not mean to give undue 
gravity to the occasion, but he did wish to 
bring Morgan’s iusinustlon concerning the 
Executive to a focus. Morgan is too slip- 
pery to be easily caught, He declined to be 
driven into a corner. He said he would 
make no charges against the dent—the 
Senator from Massachusetts was too anxious 
to have him do so—but he would reiterate 
what he had previously said: he had been 
assured that such intimation had been given 
out on high authority. 

This colloquy may serve to show how lit- 
tle real harmony there is still existing be- 
tween tne Senate and the Executive. When 
Arthur has filled a few more vacancies there 
will be even less than there is pow. He has 
not-the confidence or respect of a majority 
in éither House, and the sole tie that binds 
to him by hooks of steel so many Congress- 
men is his control of the patronage. Not 
only the Massachusetts Senators, but Mitch- 
ell of Pennsylvania and a number of others, 
have issued declarations of independence by 
voting against his nominations. The be- 
ginning of the end of the truce has come, 
Long before the convention is held, when the 
powers of patronage shall have lost their 
foree, Mr. Arthur will have from the Senate 
only the contemptuous toleration which 
Hayes had, if indeed he is not at open war 


with it,

FAILURE OF THE CONSPIRACY AGAINST 


We print elsewhere in this issue/a Wash- 
ington communication whieh presents a fair 
and concise summary of the proceedings be- 
fore the Congressional committee on the Pe- 
ruvian business, so far a8 Mr, Blaine is con- 
cerned. There is no doubt that this luvesti- 
gation was set on foot with the purpose of 


smirching Blaine. The Shipherd scheme was 


recognized from the start as a wild, harum- 
scarum affair which was not worthy of Con- 
gressional attention, but it was hoped that it 
would lead to some information that would 
warrant densure of Biaine’s foreign policy, 
if not an aspersion of his personal motives. 
Young Belmont was coached to that end and 
made an ass of himself. All interest in the 
investigation died out when Blaine's name 
was not mentioned, and after his testimony 
was concluded the investigation might have 
been brought to a sudden close without be- 
ing missed by the public. Itis now virtually 
con¢luded, and the enemies of Mr. Blaine 
have not a straw to cling to in their desperate 
effort to involve him in any scandal, On the 
contrary, he has enjoyed and ‘improved the 
opportunity to secure additional renowa for 
the brilliant and characteristically American 
policy which marked his administration of 
the State Department. 

The summary of the case to which we re- 
fer presents the points in detail, and it is only 
necessary here to remind the reader that. 
Blaine proceeded in the first instance with 
the approval of Garfield; that during Gar- 
field’s prostration he took only one step 
Win courtesy required an official reply to 
the French Government, and then declined 


to enter into any negotiations with a foreign | 


Power relative to American affairs; and, 
finally, that, after Mr. Arthur succeeded to 
the office of President, Executive approval 
was obtained for further proceedings, just as 
had been done under Garfield. Certainly 
Mr. Blaine cannot be held responsible for 
Mr. Arthur’s subsequent reversal of bis pol- 
icy under Frelinghuysen’s influence. About 
the only important relations Blaine 
ever had with Shipherd was when he 
kicked that Quixotic individual out of 
the department: and this sufficiently 
accounts for Shipherd’s readiness to lie 
about Blaine. Fortunately Shipherd’s lies, 
besides being transparent, have been com- 
pletely exposed by a number of reputable 
witnesses. It was first hoped by the con- 
spirators to prove that Blaine had been in- 
terested in the Cochet claim upon which the 
Peruvian Company (Shipherd) was founded. 
When it was demonstrated that Blaine would 
not countenance Shipherd or his scheme, 
that attempt was abandoned. Then the effort 
was made to cont Blaine with the Lan- 
dreau claim, and t was ascertained that 
Blaine as Secretary of State merely fdllowed 
the policy of two of his predecessors, and 
acted strictly in accordance with a resolution 
of Congress in asking that the claim of an 
American citizen should not be excluded 
from adjudication by Chili’s policy of spolia- 
tion. 

Mr. Blaine bas come ont of this affair with 


ring colors, Personally he will have as 


much popular admiration as if he had re- 
mained in the State Department under the 
conditions that would have enabled him to 
carry out his policy. The American Govern- 
ment has been the loser by his retirement, to 
the extent that it has sacrificed dignity, pres- 
tige. traditional principle, commercial ad- 
vantage, and eommon justice, by a timid re- 
cantation of the policy which Blaine had out- 
lined. But this is a condition which reflects 
upon those who are responsible for the pres- 
ent undignified attitude of the United States 
in South American affairs, and by contrast 
Mr. Blaine and his program stand out in 
more magnificent proportions than ever. It 
is safe to say that young Mr. Belmontis not 
the only person who regrets that this cam- 
paign of malice was ever inaugurated 
against Blaine.

RELIEF FOR THE SUPREME COURT. 

It is possible that the legal profession has 
inspired some of the opposition to the Davis 
bill for the creation of a United States Ap- 
pellate Court, and for reasons scarcely less 
selfish and unworthy than those which 
govern the Southern Bourbons. The Bour- 
bons object to the scheme becauge it would 
lead to the appointment of Republicans to 
the additional judicial positions provided by 
the bill. The opposition of the lawyers, such 


} as there is, is manifestly due to hostility to 


the cheapening of litigation and to a prefer- 
ence for going to Washington at the expense 


of their clients. 


The opposition of the lawyers is represent- 


ed in a minority report made by a portion of 


a committee appointed by the American Bar 
Association to examine and recommend a 
plan for the prevention of delay to litigants 
in the United States Supreme Court. The 
committee consisted of nine members, but 
only four of them—Messrs. William NX. 
Evarts, Richard T. Merrick, Edward J. 
Phelps, and Courtlandt Parker—could agree 
upon the recommendation of a division 
of the Supreme Court into two or more 


parts, one-half or one-third of the court thus 


assuming the authority of the whole tribu- 
nal in the cases coming before it. These 
gentlemen have endeavored to sustain the 


constitutionality and expediency of the plan 


they propose in a long report, but they have 
failed to make out a good case. 

It is argued that a rule enabling a small 
minority of the Supreme Court to pass judg- 
ment on cases coming before it would be up- 
held as constitutional, because cases are now 


finally decided upen rare occasions by a 


minority when that minority constitutes a 


majority of the quorum of six Judges, as 
fixed by law of Congress, The two condi- 


tions are very different. When six Judges 


of the Supreme Court assemble, the others 


being dead, sick, or unavoidably absent, they 
constitute the court, That is the law of Con-

rick could be admitted, the plan of divid- 
ing the Supreme Court into two or three 
branches would not furnish the desired re- 
lief. It is now the practice of the court to 
divide up the work of preparing the opinions, 
which is the principal burden imposed upon 
the Court, and there would be no more 
Judges to do this work after the court had 
been divided into two or three parts than 
there are now. It is admitted that if no 
new cases were to be taken to the Supreme 
Court it would require three years to d 

of the litigation that has accumulated, and 
also that the number of cases is increasing 
year by year to such an extent that it is im- 
possible for the pine Judges to do the work. 
Certainly it would not be wise to inerease 
the number of Judges, and the present num- 
ber could not prepare any more opinions 
even if they heard the cases in sections of 
three. Theplan favored by these lawyers 
would not afford even temporary relief. 

The suggestion of Appellate Courts, one 
for each Judicial Circuit, making nine in all. 
and conferring upon them final jurisdiction 
in all cases Involving not more than $10,000 
in which there is no question as to the con- 
struction of the Constitution or laws, would 
spare the Supreme Court the great mass of 
the litigation now brought before it, and at 
the same time would bring the conclusive 
determination of private disputes in the 
United States courts within easy and inex- 
pensive reach of litigants in all parts of the 
country. The lawyers might not be able to 
charge such exorbitant fees as a trip to 
Waehington ostensibly warrants, and the 
hotel and boarding-house keepers at the 
Nationai Capital might lose some of their 
custom; but Congress ought to be induced 
to sacrifice these private and selfish interests 
to the welfare of the country. 


SPRING Vs. WINTER WHEAT. 

An attempt was made on Change last 
Wednesday to amend the rules of the Board 
of Trade so as to permit the delivery of win- 
ter wheat on contracts for No. 2 spring 
wheat. As announced from the rostrum, 
the amendment was “not carried, by four 
majority.” Another attempt was made yes- 
terat.y, the following document receiving a 
sufficient number of signatures to place it on 
the order for a ballot ten days hence:

Of course, no 
one supposes that red winter wheat, or No. 1 
wheat of either variety, will be delivered on 
these contracts fer regular,“ unless in 
some case of undue pressure, such as has 


recently been experienced, Ofders were o 


this market yesterday to buy red winter 
wheat for export to England at two shillings 
per quarter, or about th ree cents per bushel, 
above the price the same parties are willing 
to pay for No. 2 spring wheat. And this is 
less than the difference in’ milling value 
usually conceded to exist between the two 
kinds of wheat. But if, owing to specula- 
tive pressure, the price of spring wheat 
should be rushed up 10 to O cents above its 
relative value, then the tender of red winter 
wheat will be in order; it will bea welcome 
privilege to the seller, and ought not to be 
unwelcome to the buyer. If the latter should 
put on a wry face over the substitution, he 
would simply show himself to be wanting 
the “ pound of flesh,” and worthy to suffer 
the pains and penalties provided by the law 
for him who “raiseth the price of corn.” 

It has been demonstrated that the spring 
wheat crop which is tributary to this market 
has decreased so much that it no longer af- 
fords a sufficient basis for the. enormous 
speculative trade in wheat that centres here, 
and the volume is steadily decreasing with a 
growing consumption by interior mills. It 
would seem necessary to make the entire 
wheat crop of the West the basis of trading 
if the trade is to be retained here: and this 
opinion is entertained by very many of the 
men on ’Change who think about the situa- 
tion. Ina geographical sense we are quite 
as near to the surplus winter wheat of the 
West as to the spring surplus, and there is 
no good reason why Chicago should not at- 
tract the former in liberal quatitities if she 
offers inducements for the one as for the 
other.

THE announcement that ex-Gov. C. C. 
Washburn, of Wisconsin, is lying at death’s 
door at Eureka Springs, Ark., where he has 
been for treatment for some time past, will 
be received with sorrowful regrets, not only 
in his own State but throughout the West.

called for $352,000,000, while that of 1883 calls 
for $606,000,000, an increase of $254,000,000, 
which cannot be accounted for by the war 
with Germany, since the interest on the war 
aggregate does not account for half this in- 
crease. As to the excess of receipts over es- 
timates, the writer not only shows that there 
is nothing extraordinary in it because even 
Spain and Italy had surpluses, but that the 
excess is madé out by trickery in figures. 
The last surplus, which was represented as 
the surplus of one yedt, he shows was in 
reality the surplus of two, He also charges 
that this trickery in aecounts has been going 
on for years, and that a very seri- 
ous deficit ig covered up under what 
is called the floating debt.

To the Assembly: Assembly bill No. 103, enti- 
tled “ An act regulating the trial of persons in 
capital cases and giving the defeuse the right of 
the coociuding address to the jury.“ is herewith 
returned without approval, For many years 
there has beea a general tendency in legislation 
with regard to criminal law to render conviction 
for grave offenses more dificult and uncertain. 
One impediment after another has been 
inthe way by statutory enactment, until the

law is thus constantly prejudiced and retarded 
while too little is done to the ends of 
justice and bring evii-doers to deserved punish- 
mest. No wonder, therefore, that a lack of coa- 
fidence in the administradon of the penal stat- 
utes is so generally felt. Such tendencies to 
lesson the chances of conviction cannot fall to 
earender disregard and contempt of law, and 
emboiden the dangerous classes to more reck- 
less and defiant conduct. On the other hand, i 
cannot well be dowbted that the certainty of 
— would exert a potent and salutary 
nfluence for the prevention of crime. Faiiure

Wale ut is conceded that the 
plea of humanity should be duly heeded, yet it 
must be remembered that the interests of soci- 
ety demand that crime sbali be specdily and 
surely punished. Abundant safeguards already 
éxist for the protection of the innocent, bence 
little 41 ot unjust cou vietion need be appre- 
hended.

The leading produce markets averaged siow 
yesterday, but measureably steady. Corn was 
materially stronger, chietly on account of wet 
weather over a large part of the West, and con- 
tinued light receipts bere. Wheat was firmer 
early, for the same reason, then fell back, but 
closed strong in sympathy with corn. Oats 
were a shade higher. Provisions fell off a little 
and then reacted, except that meats were firm 
throughout. There was à little better demand 
for lard, though bogs were quoted easier. The 
tone of foreign advices showed some improve- 
ment, both in grain and bog product. The 
grain markets were stronger in the afternoon, 
chiefly as a consequence of continued bad 
weather. Mess pork closed unchanged, at 
$18.7244@18.75 for June and $18.90@18.92% for 
July. Lard closed a shade firmer, at $11.37%@ 
11.40 seller June and $11.50@11L52% for July. 
Short ribs closed 2%c higher, at $10.65@10.07% 
for July. Wheat closed 1@1%e higher, at $1.26% 
bid for May and $1.20@1.20% for June. Corn 
closed 1@2c higher, at 76% bid for May and 74 
@i4%e for June. Oats closed unchanged for all 
but the June delivery, which wae 4c higher, at 
53% @53ec for May, 505350 for June, and 46% 
Ge for July. Rye closed unchanged, at 780 
for cash and seller May and We for June. Bar- 
ley closed unchanged, at $1.06 for No. 2 and 880 
tor No. 3 in store, with samples steady. 

Dry goods met with a moderate demand and 
were steadily held. The demand at we present 
time is almost wholly confined to mail and tele- 
graph orders, and is for.such articles as are re- 
quired for the reassortment of stocks, Millinery 
goods are still moving freely. Boots and shoes 
were dull. and there wag also a light movement in 
clothing. The grocery market had no specially 
new features. Trade was as active as in past 
seasons ata like iod, and, aside from sugars, 
which were easy, there was a firm feeling gener- 
ally. Dried fruits and tish were quoted as be- 
fore. Dairy products were unchanged, though 
an early decline in cheese is looked for by the 
trade generally. Oats were steady. Coal and 
pig-iron remain dull. 

The greeu-truit market was steady for all the 
standards. Strawberries were rather more 
plenty, and sold at $56,00@5.25 per case. Kees 
were a shade easier, gelling at 154@léc per doz. 
Hides were dull and unchanged. Grease is io 
fair demand at quotations. Taliow is fairly 
active and firm iu sympathy with the market at 
the East. Metals and tinners’ ware is active for 
all deseriptions, prices generally holding firm 
outside of nails, which are being cut by jobbers 
ID per cent below our quotahons. Potatoes 
were firm for choice at Weduesday’s figures. 
Wool shows no change. There was little change 
to note in hay, there being a good local demand 
at steady prices. Seeds were steady with light 
o ferings ail around, Wednesday’s prices gener- 
ally ruling. Whisky was weak, and dropped 4c, 
finished goods being quoted ona basis of $1.14 
per galion. 

Lake freights were quiet, the rate on corn 
and wheat to Buffalo being unchanged. Eu- 
gagemeuts during ‘Change hour aggregated 
about 70,000 ba wheat and 100,000 bu corn.

Spencer thinks that now the amendment bas 
been lost tbe bureau at Washington ought to be 
enjoined from delivering any more winter 
weather on spring contracts. 

The amendment to the amendment was car- 
ried round yesterday and numerously signed. 
It provides that “ No. 2 wheat” 
designation of regular, making it optional to de- 
liver either spring or winter wheat on contracts, 

Some exception has been taken to the wording 
of the latest proposition. It reads“ and the 
tender of No. 2, or a higher grade of spring 
wheat, or a tender of No. 2 red 1 or a — 
er grade of winter wheat, shall 
sufficient tender in fulfliment of such —09 
tracts.” A wag proposes that the contracts of 
members of the Board of Trade shall read for 
No. 2 grain "; also that for each bushel called 
for the seller may deliver at his option 1 bu of 
wheat, 2 bu of corn or rye, 4 bu of corn, or 1 gal- 
lon of whisky. 

Some winter-wheat orders were here yester- 
day. An order was received early this week for 
500,000 bu of winter or spring, the former at 2s 
per quarter premium over the latter. 

We note that 9¢ premium was paid last Tues- 
day for Minnesota w t in this market—the 
cofmparison beimg with the same grade (No. 
2) of “ straight” wheat. 

The difference between receipts and ship- 
ments of corn in this city, shown by the daily, 
figures of the Board of Trade, shows the, follow- 
ing for three weeks past:

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The Coroner’s jury Investigates 


the Cause of Colgan’s 
Death. 


The Story of the Accident Retold 
from All Possible Points 
j of View. | 


* 
A Thoroughly Unprejudiced, Matter-of- 
Fact Verdiot—The Flagman and En- 


The Coroner's inquest as to the cause of the 
death of Edward D. Colgan, who was killed in a 
ralircad collision at the Stock-Yards crossing 
between a Grand Trunk freight train and the 
Stock-Yards train about a week ago, was held 
at the Coroner's office yesterday. The railroads 
centering at the scene of the accident were all 
represented and an array of witnesses were on 
hand, the object seeming to be on the part of 
the railroad authorities to use the jury, if possi- 
ble, to further their ends in proceedings for 
damages to be hereafter commenced. 

The tirst witness called was the wife of the 
deceased, who simply testified to her husband's 
ne a ie and the fact that he had been 
killed, 

W. H. Ranstead testified that he was on the 
fated train,and when nearing the crossing saw 
the Grand Trunk freight-train coming north, 
running at the rate of from six to eight miles 
an hour, and jumped off to save himsgif. He 
saw the beli-rope pulled, and felt the shock of 
putting on the air-brakes. His train stopped a 
second or two before ing the crossing, but 
he did not think the freight-train had stopped, 
for the reason that, when be saw it/it was run- 
ning with considerable speed. His train was 
barely moving. 

J. F. Appell, a passenger, saw the freight- 
train, which was runoing at the rate of 
ten miles an hour, and after the 
accident saw the gates across the Fort 
Wayne tracks. His train was running slow, but 
he did not know which of the two truins were 
furthest from the crossing when he saw the 
Anger. The flagman had told him that he Had 

SIGNALED THE FREIGHT, 
but be ld not remember whether it was to 
stop or go on. 

John O'Conner, the engineer of the freight- 
train, said he stopped 700 feet south of the cross- 
ing, and that he did not go on until he bad been 
signaied by the fagman. He did not see the 
Stock-Yards train until within about forty feet 
of the crossing, when he put on the brakes ana 
reversed his engine. When the flagman gave 
ulm the signal to come on, which was by the 


‘waiving of his band, his back was to the other 


traia. ore was no gate across bis tracks, but 
be always relied upon the flagman's signal, and 
at the time of the accident bis train 
was making about four miles an hour. He 
thought the Stock-Yards train was waking 
eight to ten mites an hour, and it was sixty feet 
from the crossing when be first saw it. 

E. W. Jennings, the conductor on the Grand 
Trunk train, and C. C. Lane, a track-repairer on 
the Western Indiana, substantially corroborated 
the previous witness. 

William Waiker, who was on the smashed-up 
train, saw the danger and jumped off. The

The part of the Bu- 
glish plan which could be adopted here at ouce 
was the association of charities. At present, 
there were nineteen of these associated charity 
societies in existence in this country, the frst 
one having been established in Germantown, 
Pa. The lar cities were districted and 
the associated cbarity society was made up 
of representatives from these distriets. Visitors 
were at work in each district, and a record of all 
relief extended was kept at the office of the 
Central Society, which acted asa sort of cléar- 
ing-house for the charitable organizations of 
the city. These organizations served to educate 
the benevolent public in the science of charity. 
The expense of the administration of se 80 
cieties was cowparatively small. These organ 
zations also served to 

SUPPRESS PUBLIC BEGGING 
in the cities. They also prevented a duplication 
of charitable dunations. There were in C.- 
cago mac families who were living ia com- 
purative luxury on donations received from 
several different charitabie associations, and ao 
organization of the charities, with a piaa of. 
cooperation and registry, would prevent this 
abuse of phiianthrupy. The organization of 
such a society was not the work vf a day, but a 
rigbt beginoing would ineure the society a suc- 
cess in the future. There were in Chicago 
nineteen charity hospitals, twenty-one asylums, 
and twelve generai benevolent associations, 
besides any number of secret societies, private 
associations, etc. Delegates from euch of the 
charities should be called together, and au ex- 
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States maintain industrial universities, 
the larger Eastern cities there are 
schoois—not enough of them, to be su 
still useful in their way. Illinois has 
an Industrial University at Champaign, but its 
fleld of usefuiness is limited within narrow 
bounds. And even if it were ten times as large 
as it is, and graduated every year scores or hun- 
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dreds of lads qualified in some branches of me- 


chanical art, it would not begin to supply the 
great existing want for trained and skilled work- 
men. 
TAKING THE BUILDING TRADE, 

for instance, as was done by a reporter yester- 
day, it is found that apprenticeship is practically 
unknown in any of the many branches of that 
important business. A boy ca learn to be a 
stone-cutter because a se 
trades-union which governs that handi- 
craft imperatively demands that oni 
four apprentices shall pe allowed in any 
stone- yard, howeves many men may 
be employed therein. The boy cannot learn to 
set the stune on the brick in the wall because 
the union rule permits each boss to have only 
two apprentices. As to becoming a carpenter 
the conditions are somewhat different. The 
union is young and not sufficiently organized at 
present to attempt dictation on this point, but 
there are other causes which interfere with the 
natural and laudable desire of a lad to learn a 
trade which shall be to him in the place of cap- 
ital. A contractor familiar with the building 
trade in all its branches was asked what was the 
actual condition of affairs in regard to appren- 
tices in that trade. He said:

He was 
sure there was no train in sight when 
he came out of hié house, and also that the 
Stock- Yards train did not — for a signal. 
Botb trains were running slow, he thought, but 
he did not know whether or uot either of them 
were ringing their bells. About the rules of the 
roads he knew very little, but he bad always 
ACTED UPON INSTRUCTIONS, 


which were that no train should pass without 
Urst getting his signal of safety, which he did 
not give upon this oceasion to the Stock- Yards 
train. He was never unk, bis eyesight and 
Rearing were good, and up to the day of the ac- 
cident all trains had waited for his wave of the 
hand before attempting to get over the crossing. 

Several other witnesses piled ub the testimony 
without addimg materially to what was already 
known, and the case was given to the jury.

WANDSWORTH Parison, Aprile 27, 1882.—Mr 
Dear Mr. ——: I feel it my duty to you and ail 
my friends, and especially to my own family and 
relations, to say a few words in these my inst 
bours on earth iu reference to the otfense for 
which I am condemued to forfeit my life short- 
ly. Lhavetold you much and endeavored to 
make clear to you my Own im peessiuns and ideas 
as to my mental and moral ce opdition for a loug 
time previous to the act fur which | am 
sentenced to death. The news of my brother- 
in-law's death roused me from a spe- 
cies of cloud. Then came,ymy long period of 
imprisonment at Clerkenwell, and while there 
necessarily the total deprivation of the drug 1 
had 80 long been accustomed to.

Subject to mental dis- 
turbanoes from sligut causes from eariiest years, 
with a brain easily affected, the use or abuse of 
morpbia, and ¢@ tives, and narcotics made a 
ready physical, mental, and morul victim of me. 
1 earnestly p Almiguty God to purdon my 
vieldma to such habits, and trust they may be 
an awiul warping to others similarly tempted 
and assailed, seeing to what indescribably 
fearful consequences they have led in my 
cause. 1 earnestly thank you and all my friends 
for efforts and prayers to obtain mercy for 
me, and, although ineffectual, you may dave 
the great satisfaction of knowing from me that 
they were based upon tenable and honest

ACQUITTED. 

Gereva, Kane Co., III.. May 11.—Charies Fow- 
ler, who has been on trial here for several days 
for shooting James T. Kelleher on thenight of 
the 24th of December last, was declared not 
guiity by the jury last evening after an absence 
of twenty minutes from the court-room.

The aprenticeship system cuts no 
tigure in the brickmaking trade, which seems to 
bave troubles enough its own without this 
one.
